Premier Mussolini congratulated the 
senate upon its “ patriotic action ”’ and 
participated in a demonstration for the | 
dowager queen, the king, and the presi- 
dent of the senate, but the dertonstra- 
tion got out of hand and wound up in 
honor of him.

next presidentia] campaign. 


Offers Immense Problem. 


“ This is a tremendous nationa!] prob- 
Jem,"s Mr. Lowden said, during an in- 
terview in Chicago two days ago while 
the former governor was on his way 
to New York and to Memphis, near 
which he has large farm interests. 
He had just come in from Sinissippi 
farm near Oregon, LiL, and spoke of 
the beauty of the pine trees there 
against the sparkling white. He be- 
comes stirred over the mere mention 
of farm relief. 

“This nation has the power to.solve 
it, I do not yield to the depressing 
view that this republic, through failure 
to reach a sound agrarian policy,” he 
said earnestly, pacing his hotel room 
“has begun to decay and must go 
down as other republics have gone 
down ‘into the *wilight of the gods.’ 
_ “We know more than the people of 
2 
any other republic ever kave known. 
We are beginning to question the 
orthodox views of the so-called law of 
supply and demand. We must listen 
to the newer economists, take the find- 
ings of scientists and use them. It is 
significant that the eastern industrial 
leaders are now studying the farm sit- 
uation.

of the project as fiscal agents, it ap- 
pears that there will be 300,000 or more

Cutting the Cost. 


By certain changes, however, in the 
materials mentioned and by certain 
definite eliminations, it could be built 
for less. These changes and these 
eliminations would: be applicable to 
any home of the same general style, 
whether it cost a little more or less. 

First, there is the time of year in 
which the house is built to consider. 
Prices on building materials are usual- 
ly less in winter than in summer, 
owing to the lessened demand. Often 
10 per cent on materials can be saved, 
which means, with half the total cost 
of the house, the cost of materials, a 
5 per cent saving on the entire price 
of the home. 

As for the labor problem, even 
though a worker may not do as big a 
day’s work in cold weather, the fact 
that winter jobs are not as abundant 
as summer ones makes for increased 
labor efficiency. This fact, together 
with fairly good roads and modern 
building materials usable in freezing 
weather, winter building is being con- 
ducted even more economically than 
summer building, and the deep set 
aversion against it is being gradually 
overcome.

The 
coat is always an interlude between 
the star act of the dress beneath; and 
the Parisienne, famous for her chic, 
gives it just that importance, and no 
more. The coat, however smart and 
intriguing, has to be removed, and it is

which makes or mars a reputation for 
being well dressed. 

This season simple frocks of crépe 
or kasha are favored for daytime wear 
beneath fur or fur lined coats. Word 
comes from America that in the States 
kasha is dead. Just about this time 
the Parisienne is saying, “ Long live 
kasha.” This material is, so far as 
the fashion expert can see, quite as 
pepular in Paris as it has been at any 
time since Rodier created it some 
eleven years ago.

This dress is created specially for 
those women who have the figure and 
the spirit to carry off a garconne type 
of dress, and for such women it is pe- 
culiarly well adapted.

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PERSONALITY IN PICTURES. 
HEREVER there are good pic- 
tures hung attractively an at- 
mosphere of individuality and 
good taste prevails. In an in- 
viting, comfortable living room, where 
lights glow cheerfully and the furni- 


ture of simple lines is placed in home- 
like groupings, an additional! note of 
interest and necessary color, intro- 
duced by means of pictures, completes 
the general effectiveness and person- 
ality of the room. 

No room is complete without its com- 
plement of pictures. Of course, there 
are all sorts of rules governing the se- 
lection and placement of pictures. 
Where severa] are to be used in the 
Same room they must be chosen with 
regard for relation in subject and so 
that they do not clash with each other 
in colors: They should not. be hung 
haphazardly, at every possible height. 
with little or no care for their placing, 
as is so often the case. Each picture 
should be allotted its own particular 
place, in in ogderly arrangement, and 
should be carefully considered with ref- 
erence to the other furnishings of the 
room. 

In the living room, where the family 
gathers and friends are entertained, 
the pictures should be genera) in in- 
terest. A landscape, a portrait, a sea 
view, one of the quaint interior scenes 
which the Dutch masters used to paint, 
or, truly good reproductions of any 
of these types of pictures are particu- 
larly well suited to the living room. 
It is well, too, to have one picture 
here which adds a striking note of 
color as a vivid, pleasing contrast to 
the genera] tone of furnishings. There 
are usuall} spaces here and there 
where a smal] framed silhouette, a 
bright medallion, a plaque, or an etch. 
ing adds a bit of interest. 

Gayety of color. combined with for- 
mality of arrangement, should deter. 
mine the choice of pictures for the 
dining room. Flower pieces, singly,

in pairs, or combined with mirrors; 


hunting prints; quaint views from old 


English coaching days’ or, in the case 


of large, formal dirfing rooms, a well 


framed portrait or two, are suitable 


selections. 

In the bedroom, most intimate of 
al] rooms, one’s own personal pictures 
may be hung-—those which are most 
cherished either from an artistic view. 
point or for the more sentimental rea: 
sons of previous associations—favor- 
ite views framed photugraphs, odd or 
fantastic prints, or valued collections. 
Fanciful scenes of knights and ladies. 
in marrow carved and ornamented 
frames, are in keeping with the 
daintiness of the feminine bedroom. 
as are flower and garden pieces. 


In the man’s room a collection of 
Japanese prints, with mats of dul) gilt 
paper, in narrow black or jade green 
frames, are a delight. The man’s study 
room or library, where there are rows 
of books with richiy colored bindings. 
may be made even more interesting by 
etchings in plain, narrow frames. A 
love of etchings often goes hand in 
hand with a !ove of books, so they may 
be happily combined in the same room 
The more quiet tones of the etchings, 
with the colorful books. are truly 
pleasing, considered merely from the 
viewpoint of color. 

It is not often that pictures for the 
kitchen are given .iuch thought How 
ever, they are an important item, as 
they may be made to add greatly to 
the cheery asnect of this room of cul 
inary tasks. A picture of a fragrant 
old garden or a set of little plaques 
done in peasant style, brightly colored, 
are sure to make the room seem cheer- 
ful 

Due to the bad selection of showy 
frames, usually much too large and 
gaudy for the pictures which they con. 
tained, pictures were practically ban 
ished for a time. This trouble has been 
remedied in the present day. Beauty 
loving people appreciate the value of 
the right picture n the right place. 
Finding the one they want, they have 
it put in a good frame of simple de 
sign. sometimes with slight hand carv 
ing at the corners or sides. Poly- 
chromed frames th soft tones and un. 
pretentious lines, which come in a 
wide variety of excellent and simple 


designs, bring out all that is lovely in 
a picture and enhance its beauty. 

Many old pictures, which have been 
relegated to the attic or cellar store 
room because they seemed dull, may 
need only the right frames to bring 
them back to favor: A lighter, mere 
colorful frame, toned to the colors in 
the picture, instead of the old, heavy, 
dull frame, more often than not, 
awakens a dying interest. 


A pleasing fashion of many years 
ago, in hanging pictures, is revived 
today in the use of cords which have 
loeps that are finished off at the mold 
ing with a tassel or medallion. Large 
pictures should be hung from the mold 
ing by two paralle] wires or cords 
not by one cord forming a triangular 
line. The effect of a triangular line 
above the picture is bad, as it Goes 
not follow the lines of the picture it 
‘self, and conseyguently detracts atten 
tion from it. Cords should not be 
heavier than necessary, and should be 
of the sare tone as the wall covering 


Whenever possible. as in the case 
of smaller pictures, they should be 
hung “ blind,” that is, by a nail in the 
wall, behind the picture. There are 
nails especiajJly made for this purpose 
which do not injure the walls.’ Pic 
tures must be hung flat upon the wall. 
not tilting forward. The center of the 
picture of average size should be on 
the level of the e&e of a person stand 
ing. In the case large pictures the 
lower part should come at this point 
Small, individual pictures should be 
hung low, near some piece or grouping 
of furniture.

tures in tle same places year after 
y .r. An occasional change has a fresh.

No Ban on Rouge or Lip Stick Today 


Unless the User Grows Careless 


A grease paint foundation requires particular skill and care. 


Any movement of the facial muscles has a tendency to cause cracks 


such as actors and actresses find on their faces at the end of a per- 
formance. In the theater it is not noticeable, but on the street it is. 

“The secret of a successful makeup,” says our authority, “ lies 
in understanding just how your looks may be improved and how to do 
it so elusively that people will be fooled about your being made Up. 

o:.0 
Learning How. 

“ Before using any paint or powder apply cold cream liberally 
to the face. Rub off the superfluous cream but leave enough to hold 
powder. If a wet rouge is used, put on lightly with the finger tips 
in unconnected spots, heaviest in the center of the area to be covered 
by rouge. and faint on its extreme edge. Pat with the fingers until 
a smooth rose flush appears on the cheeks. Never carry the main 
color above the cheek bones. Any paint on the temple should be 
extremely faint. Be careful not to place the heaviest color too low 
on the cheeks, as this at once gives the face a drawn down look sug- 
gestive of advancing vears. Shade the upper eyelids slightly with 
brown or black, using either a stick of theatrical grease paint or an 
eyebrow pencil, and rub until anything) suggesting a line disappears. 
Blue used here always shows in daylight. ° 

* With a flat wool puff apply powder heavily all over the face by 
pressing the puff to every spot. Don’t rub with the puff. With a 
small, soft brush dust all the superfluous powder off, and you will 


¢emerge with a clear coloring that will stay with you for a long while 
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“Some brunettes are affecting a French makeup by using a 
foundation paint of the lightest flesh manufactured, with a brunette 
or peaches and cream powder. No rouge is used. The skin about 
the eyes is heavily shaded with brown grease paint well rubbed down 


| with the fingers, followed by a wash of black mascaro on the lashes.” 


This, with heavily rouged lips, is certainly effective. Some Rus- 
sian and Jewish girls who use this makeup have such large eyes, 
fringed with heavy black lashes, that no mascaro is necessary. 

In using such a make up Miss Chalmers advises that the greatest 
care be exercised to protect the skin with liberally applied cold cream 


without retouching.

Using Dry Rauge. 

“If dry rouge is used instead of the wet or cream rouge, the 
powder should be applied immediately after the cold cream, then rub 
on the dry rouge. This compact rouge, put up in little vanity cases, 
is useful for touching up when out. It is colored with carmine, which 
fades in the sun. Eosin, a poisonous color sometimes found in dry 
rouge, is affected the same way by light. The trouble with this sort 
of rouge is that women rub it on too heavily, too solidly. It never 
fools any one unless artistically applied.” 

In selecting dry rouge Miss Chalmers advises care in securing 
the shade that is a natural hue. There is a commonly used tint, not 
approved of by our expert, that resembles brick dust much more than 
it does blood. 

While chemists deny that carmine rouge continually applied to 
the skin will in time turn it yellow, Miss Chalmers is of-the opinion 
that a continued use of powder and dry rouge will dry the skin and 
cause wrinkles, unless quantities of cold cream are used to counteract 
their effect. 

Persons with enlarged pores are warned against using liquid or 
vinegar rouge, as it is inclined to settle therein.

Fifty-Year Old Recipe Test. 

The following recipe acquired some 
years ago and one making a genuinely 
black pudding had been used\continu- 
ously in a famfly—at Christmas time— 
since 1876. “Two heaping teacups 
bread crumbs, one-third cup flour, one 
cup suet chopped fine, one cup New 
Orleans molasses, one cup brown 
sugar, one cup currants, one cup rais- 
ins, one cup citron, one cup English 
walnuts, one cup dates, one cup figs, 
three whole eggs beaten together. 
Sprinkle all fruits and nuts with flour 
before mixihg them together. Use one 
teaspoon cinnamon, one teaspoon all- 


spice, one-third teaspoon cloves, one 
small teaspoon of soda dissolved in a 


little hot water. One wineglass wine 
or brandy. Mix well together, and

Substitutions Made in Testing. 
First notice the “heaping cups of 
bread crumbs,” and that it says tea- 
cup.”

A teacup is 
supposed to be only half a standard 
cup full Because so many people dis- 
like figs in plum puddings and fruit 
cakes, weé substituted candied pine 
apple for them and left out the citron 
entirely. We used six tablespoons cider 
and one of white grape juice instead 
of the brandy, and one tablespoon 
water to dissolve the soda. A wineglass 
is a rather uncertain quantity, al- 
though we generally suppose when we 
read it in a recipe that it means one 
gill or half a standard cup. That is 
certainty all that is needed in this 


recipe. 
The Pudding Mold. 

The English use small bowls for the 
plum pudding they send broadcast 
over the world. A piece of waxed or 
buttered paper and a cloth are fas- 
tened over the bowl when the pudding

Colson Plum Pudding. 

Mrs. Ethel Colson Brazleton, whose 
mother is English born, in giving me 
the following recipe for English plum 
pudding wrote: “ Here’s my mother’s 
English plum pudding recipe, de- 
scended to her from her mother and 
grandmother and an uncounted list 
and multitude of fine English house- 
keepers. I dare state that nobody, 
living or transcended, could make bet- 
ter plum pudding than my. mother. 
She’s famous for it in at least two 
countries. Plum pudding means for 
her an autumnal rite almost religious 
in its regularity, conscientious perform- 
ance and devotion. 1 verily believe 
that the love she puts Into the num- 
berless smal! and large puddings she 
gives away yearly do much to sweeten 
and specialize their flavor: : 


~ “One pound each of seeded raisins, 
currants, suet. Pound and a half 
each of brown sugar and flour. Three- 
quarters pound grated carrot. Three 
cups fine bread crumbs, fresh or dried. 
Good teaspoon each of cinnamon, 
ground cloves, and alispice. Half pound 
candied peel. Five eggs, well beaten, 
with milk enough added as néeded to 
make stiff batter. Flour the raisins 
(with extra flour), rub currants with 
flour (to clean them), shaking flour 
away through colander. Mix dry in- 
gredients, stir in eggs with a little 


milk added: Stir all well, being sure 
the batter is not too wet. Pour in mola 
or cloth and boil from five to six 
hours. 

Plum pudding its improved by thor- 
ough boiling. Serve hot or cold with 
sweetened white sauce, flavored to 
taste. This pudding if well wrapped 
up will keep indefinitely, tasting as 
well months later as at firet.” 


Plum Pudding Technique. 

The complete technique of plum 
pudding making might , be described 
perhaps in as many words as that of 
bread making, but in seeking te evolve 
it from the old reci » we come 
across many contradictory statements. 
One authority says the bread should 
be carefully crumbled, but not teo 
small or the pudding will be heavy, 
while another says have the bread dry, 
crumbled, and sifted, which makes it 
as fine as it can be made. A good 
many puddings would have to be 
made, and all on hand at the same 
time, to settle some of the points of 
technique or method of making them. 

There are several reasons why it is 
best to put all the dry ingredients 
together and then to add the liquid so 
as to get a batter or a paste, which- 
ever is best. As far ag experience 
hereabouts goes, it seems best to have 
a mixture that just escapey being a 
true batter, since the dryer the pud- 
ding when it is cooked the more likely 
it is to crumble. Yes, that is the 
hardest bit of the whole work, getting 
a mixture that will give a pudding 
which can be sliced. Experience seems

Another American 


Opera This Week 


By Edward Moore. 
NLESS another delay takes place, the initial perform- 
ance of the Civic Opera company’s second American 
opera will take place next Saturday afternoon. 
“A Light from St. Agnes,” libretto by Mrs.’ Minnie 
Maddern Fiske, score by W. Franke Harling, who will 


It has been related here, there, 
and pretty well everywhere that 
“A Light from St. Agnes" Yas 


With .the considerations of having 
been {written by an experienced 
actress and tested by actual per- 
formances, there is reason ta hope 
it has evaded the pitfalls of many 
American lfbrettos and is, there- 
fore, something with definite dra- 
matic values and practicable treat- 
ment thereof. 

The rea] heroine of the drama 
never appears in the course of the 
play. She is Agnes Devereaux, a 
woman living in a small commu- 
nity in Louisiana who spent ,a short 
life and great wealth in dotrig) good. 
Before her death she built a-éhapel 
- named for her patron saint, and 
during this play she is lying dead in her coffin in the thapel, 
whose rose window shows in the background. 

The scene is the interior of a hovel on the outskirts of 
the village, Bon Hilaire. "Toinette is discovered, the ring- 
leader of a vicious settlement. The riotous crowd is cele 
brating the death of Agnes with a drunken orgy. While 
awaiting the return of her lover, Michel, "Toinette is visited 
by Pere Bertrand, the village priest, with the message that 
she was the real object of Agnes’ benevolence and pity. 

At first sullenly indifferenuy, her heart is finally tonched 
by the gift of a crucifix from the dead woman. Michel enters, 
drunk and rude, orders the priest out, and tells\’Toinette of 
his plan to steal the crucifix from Agnes’ body and make -his 
way to New Orleans. With growing horror she tries to dis- 
suade him, warning him that the big bell of the convent will 
be rung before he can make his escape. 

His next plan is to cut the bell rope, which she promises 
to do for him. Instead, however, she rings the bell. He stag- 
gers out to find her, meets her at the door, takes the knife 
from her, and plunges it into her body. Laying her an the 
cot, the morning sun strikes the chapel window and is re- 
flected on the face of the dying girl. The crucifix appears 
clasped in her folded arms, Michel walks over to the) sink, 
washes the bloodstains from his hands, and slinks out quietly 
as the curtain falls. . ie 

This would seem to be bloody enough to answer all cper 
atic tests. For every well constructed opera must have at 
least one death in it, otherwise tt is scorned and derided by 
all who have the tnterests of the art close to their hearts. In 
ancient Rome the populace used to be entertained with giadi- 
atorial contests and sporting events between wild beasts and 
Christians.

An Advance View of the Score 

Mrs. Fiske’s play has been turned into verse for. Mr. 
Harling’s music, whether by her or some one else ts not, quite 
apparent. It moves speedily and tersely, with only such minor 
objections as making “evening star” rhyme with “ Mardi 
Gras.” East of the Hudson and south of the Mason and 
Dixon line such rhymes are considered acceptable, whatever 
the purists of other sections of the country may think of 
them. 

An advance view of the score indicates that Mr. Harling 
is widely different from a good many other composers of 
American operas. Apparently he has not the least fear of a 
tune. What is more, he writes good tunes What may 
come out in the way of color and orchestral development gen- 
erally is only faintly indicated by the piano score, but I feel 
safe in predicting his opera will have plenty of melodic rea- 
sons for being. 

At the time “A Light from St. Agnes” was first an- 
nounced, much was said about the use of jazz rhythms in the 
music. Mr. Harling hastened to explain that they were not 
dragged in by the heels for the sake of an operatic holiday, 
but really belonged there. — 

Apparently they do. They seem to be used as a musical 
fMfustration of character. "Totnette has some lines to be sung 
to the direction of “ allegro, assai, & la fox-trot,” and Michel 
tells about himself “in a slow fox-trot tempo.” This, one 
takes it, is an entirely legitimate use of the device, though 
Harper Leech tnsists that any effort to explain a thing iegiti- 
mately these days is time wasted. 

It is not, however, a jazz opera, or even a fox-trot opera. 
Mr. Harling shows every sign of knowing the theater. My 
preliminary iook at the score leads me to believe he has been 
skillful in fitting the mood of his melodies to the mood of the 
play, and that is good opera writing. I cannot quote the 
melodies here, and I cannot describe them with any accu- 
racy, but they sound interesting.

What a Composer Thinks About 

While on the subject of opera, there is place here for a 
word about a book that is just off the press, It is called 
* Verdi, a Novel of the Opera.” Written in German by Franz 
Werfel, it has been translated from that language by Helen 
Jesasiman, and is now published by Simon & Schuster, New 
York. 

It is greatly uneven in manner and merit, but at its best 
it is the most illuminating story on a musical subject I have 
ever seen. For once an author has come along who seems 
to know what goes on in a composer’s mind. It tells of Verdi 
in the year ;1883, his period of operatic silence which was 
bounded before by “ Aida” and the Manzoni Requiem, and 
after by “ Otello” and “ Falstaff.” 

During this period, at the lowest point of his creative 
powers, he went to Venice and, chiefly by main strength, 
wrote a certain “King Lear,” concerning which my refer. 
ence books are silent, and which one day in high disgust he 
burned. If one wants to know what a composer thinks about 
when he is in a creative mood and when he is not, this is 
the book to tell it. The book reviewers call this psychology.

RUSSIANS ARE HERE, 
AND MUSICAL STUDIO 


By Burns Mantle. 


EW YORK.—[Special Correspondence.]—The Russians 
carne back this week bringing with them the musical 
studio that is a part of the Moscow Art theater de 
velopment. At the Jolson theater they made their first 

appearance in a version of Aristophanes’ “ Lysistrata,” repre 
senting the synthetic theater. The synthetic theater, as I 
get it, includes a dash of this and 
that shaken together to express a 
mood and carry out any reason- 
able impulse. 

It is a demanding theater, be 
cause its players must be skilled 
in the three arts. They must be 
able to sing, to dance, and to act. 
These Russians are good at all 
three, and they are more interest- 
ing when they are in violent action 
than at any other time. 

In “Lysistrata” there is a 
Staged fight between the followers 
of the feminist leader, who has 
taken her women to the Acropolis 
and established them there behind 
uncertain barricades, and a troop 
of old men who hope to put the 
girls back in their places, which 
is to say in their homes. 

That fight is as pretty a stage 
muss aS you can imagine. 
lows all over the place, kicking them where the kicking is 
easiest amd with gusto, wrestling them with enthusiasm, cuf- 
fing them most successfully and all with much studied care 
that the picture never thins or becomes unorganized. Finally 
the more turbulent of the crew fall over the footlights and 
chase each other up the aisles. 

“ Lysistrata’ has its moments of broad farce, and is 
not without a rough spot or two. The women of Athens, as 
you recall, organize a sex strike under the leadership of the 
determined heroine. If they will only agree on oath to treat 
their men folk with extreme and continued coldness until a 
peace is signed, Lysistrata tells them, they will have all] the 
papas cut of the trenches in no time. 


The strike is soon on, with the girls winning, when 
Kinesias, Lysistrata’s husband, home from the front for the 
first time in weekg, learns the situation- and becomes, in 
effect, the test case. So artfully does Lysistrata love and 
leave Kinesias that he is willing to sign any kind of peace 
treaty to reéstablish normalcy in his home, and does. Olga

The elements of human nature are so evenly mixed in 
us one. crowd is much like another. At the Gridiron dinner 
tn Washington last week I found myself happily seated next 
to Irving Berlin, the most successful of the creative minstrels. 

Out before us and beyond us in ‘the famous gridiron 
formation stretched tables at which were seated the biggest 
men and the keenest minds of governmental and journalistic 
America. At the stage center was being performed, from 
time to time, one of those nationally famed and internationally 
quoted gridiron shows poking good natured fun at the Presi- 
dent, the Vice President, the members of the cabinet, and 
the congress, who looked on and smiled approvingly or quiz- 
zically and sometimes a little sickly. 

There was a quartet that sang through whiskers which 
concealed its members’ identity. Hach of them contributed 
@ solo verse, words by the wits, tunes lifted from the popular 
lists. The last singer was a large round gentleman beaming 
through an impressive makeup. His voice was subnormal as 
to depth and softly appealing as to tone. His song, leaving 
for the moment the gibes and humors of the meeting, con-

After the party was all over, I discovered that of the 
many pictured impressions I carried away three or four were 
standing out above the others. One, of course, was of the 
President delivering his nicely chosen compliments to and 
hopes for the gentlemen of the press who were his hosta. 


Another was an active member’s reading cleverly para- 
phrased lines in “ The Great Cloture Scene from Macbeth,” 
in which the worrles of Vice President Dawes “cabined, 
cribbed, confined, and bound in by saucy rules and fiendish 
precedents” were humorously stressed. 

Another, a sort of general introduction intertude when, 
through the agency of a Florida real estate deal, fifty or 
a hundred of the country’s biggest men arose when called 
upon and stood uneasily but, I dare say, proudly while the 
others looked at them. And finally the reaction of all the 
crowd to Congressman Crumpacker’s simple song.

Less because she is a theater-person than because I had 
read that her book has been or is being dramatized, I've gone 
through Miss Anita Loos’ “ Gentlemen Prefer Blondes ”’; and 
I'm not sorry. It carries two hours of flip fun that is pun- 
gent in its flavor br that especial social overflow of the Amer- 
ican stage which finds its best expression in the midnight 
activities of the stretch of Broadway and other arteries that 
go north from the Fevered Forties to the Sickly Sixties.

She 
does well at it, and in the end ts the wife of Pennsylvania’s 
most celebrated movie-censor, of whom, registering surprise 
that he has refused to meet Mrs. Peggy Hopkins Joyce, she 
sets down in the diary: “I mean it is unusual to see a gen- 
tleman who is such a young gentleman as Mr. Spoffard be so 
Prespyterian, because when most gentiemen are 35 years of 
age their minds nearly always seem to be on something 
else.” . . . I have read nothing else in kind so amusing 
since Mr. KE. D. Price, now in Chicago as the precursor of 
the Ziegfeld Follies, published his Letters of Mildred to Her 
Mother. I don’t discern a play in Miss Loos’ little book; and 
I have taken from it more laughs than I usually get frora

Barrie’s Early Error. , 

“Str James M. Barrie ie to appear tin a new guise 
—es a writer of musica] comedies. His play, ‘ Walker 
of London,’ is to be set to music, and will be produced 
early next year. It ts the first Barrie play to meet 
this fate, although he wrote a revue called ‘ Rosy 
Rapture’ for Gaby Destys.”—London cablegram to 
Tux TRIBUNE.
